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Webster's  Concise  Standard  Dictionary  defines 
a  council  as  an  assembly  for  consultation.  This,  in 
a  nutshell,  is  the  Student  Council  of  CCO.  It  is  a 
medium  giving  the  students  an  opportunity  to 
express  their  views  and  ideas  and  to  consult  with 
the  administration  regarding  school  policies. 

When  the  kernel  is  examined,  more  of  the 
working  machinery  is  revealed.  The  council  is  the 
guiding  hand  in  many  extra-curricular  activities 
and  the  all-school  functions.  This  is  quite  under- 
standable since  the  council  encompasses,  in  one 
way  or  another,  virtually  every  campus  organiza- 
tion and  is  in  the  best  position  to  promote  the 
ideas  of  these  various  groups. 

To  accomplish  this,  it  is  necessary  to  hove  a 
tightly  knit  organization  with  good  leadership. 
CCO's  Student  Council  has  always  been  tops  in 
both  departments.  The  sixteen  members  compris- 
ing the  elected  representatives  of  eight  classes 
work  well  together.  A  visitor  at  any  of  the  council 
meetings  would  be  likely  to  hear  a  good  deal  of 
verbal  give  and  take,  but  once  a  decision  is 
reached,  cooperation  is  the  byword.  As  for 
leadership,  the  council  prexys  have  a  reputation 
for  getting  things  done. 

At  every  council  meeting,  held  regularly  every 
two  weeks,  at  least  one  member  of  the  ad- 
ministration is  present.  This  facilitates  rapid  and 
accurate  replies  on  many  problems  which  would 
otherwise  take  time  to  be  answered;  and  time  is 
the  one  thing  the  council  is  short  of  both  time 
for  meetings  and  time  for  carrying  out  plans  and 
suggestions. 

For  those  questions  which  cannot  be  solved 
immediately,  those  activities  which  need  plan- 
ning, those  worthwhile  ideas  which  need  in- 
vestigating, proper  committees  are  set  up.  The 
council  then  acts  on  the  findings  and  suggestions 
of  the  committee. 

One  of  the  most  far  reaching  acts  in  the  history 
of  the  Student  Council  was  inaugurated  quite 


recently.  After  much  discussion  and  debate, 
and  with  an  approving  vote  by  the  student  body, 
a  system  of  student  government  went  into  effect 
which  is  changing  previous  patterns.  Under  this 
new  system,  the  student  is  placed  in  the  position 
of  conducting  himself  in  a  professional  manner  at 
all  times.  In  a  sense  it  puts  the  student  on  his 
own  honor  at  all  times  including  during  examina- 
tions which  are  taken  without  proctors.  It  is 
hoped  that  this  will  give  each  student  the  oppor- 
tunity to  realize  and  face  his  own  responsibilities.

The  Omega  Epsilon  Phi  fraternity 
was  formed  in  answer  to  a  need  for  a 
non-sectarian  fraternity  at  the  school  of 
Optometry  at  Columbia  University.  It 
was  founded  in  the  Executive  Room  in 
Earl  Hall,  October  12,  1919,  by 
Brothers  Alexander  J.  Broder,  Abra- 
ham L.  Broubart  and  Daniel  D.  Weiss. 
These  men  realized  that  an  organiza- 
tion which  would  transcend  the  bounds 
of  race,  creed  or  color,  could  promote 
the  cause  of  Optometry  by  encourag- 
ing the  study  of  its  principles  and  prob- 
lems and  by  striving  for  higher  ethical 
and  educational  standards  within  the 
profession. 

The  lota  Chapter  was  founded  on 
the  ceo  campus  on  December  12, 
1948,  and  rapidly  grew  to  be  the 
largest  in  the  school.  Many  prominent 
speakers  addressed  O.  E.  Phi  members 
during  the  past  year.  Much  was  learned 
about  the  profession,  its  opportunities, 
its  pitfalls  and  its  relationship  with  other 
professions. 

Amidst  a  turbulent  world  where 
friendship,  ethics  and  tolerance  are 
rapidly  vanishing,  the  fraternity,  as  a 
stable  unit  can  and  must  be  a  force  in 
counteracting  the  disappearance  of 
these  qualities.  Omega  Epsilon  Phi,  in 
its  growth  from  a  small  group  of  fifteen 
to  a  national  organization  with  seven 
chapters  containing  a  membership  of 
nearly  a  thousand,  has  endeavored  to 
promote  better  understanding  of  the 
problems  which  face  us  doily  and  a 
spirit  of  comradeship.  In  this  our  fra- 
ternity has  not  failed.

SIONALISM  assumes  the  role  of  on 
organization  dedicated  to  the  promo- 
tion of  ethical  and  professional  Op- 
tometry. In  this  capacity  it  has  spiralled 
in  popularity  since  its  inception  in 
January,  1950,  to  become  one  of  the 
leading  organizations  within  our  col- 
lege. 

The  council  maintains  that  the  best  way 
to  further  professionalism  in  Optometry 
is  through  the  student  and  therefore 
granting  membership  to  anyone  dis- 
playing a  sincere  desire  for  Ethical 
Optometry. 

The  goal  of  the  council  is  to  present  its 
members  with  a  variety  of  lectures  and 
discussions  by  Optometric  and  other 
professional  men.  The  purpose  is  to  en- 
able the  student  to  be  well  grounded  in 
and  fully  aware  of  all  the  aspects  of  an 
ethical  and  professional  practice. 

Each  learned  profession,  be  it  The- 
ology, law,  medicine,  etc.  has  a  code  of 
standards  that  ore  rigidly  adhered  to  by 
the  great  majority  of  men  in  the  field. 
The  reward  for  such  adherence  is  a 
greater  monetary  gain,  personal  satis- 
faction and  social  prestige  in  the  com- 
munity in  which  the  practitioner  pursues 
his  calling. 


The  altitude  of  an  office  has  very  little 
bearing  on  the  success  of  on  Optom- 
etrist. Various  controversies  occur  on 
the  merit  of  the  nth  floor  versus  the 
ground  floor.  This  controversy  ceases  to 
exist  when  it  is  recognized  that  the 
final  choice  of  location  is  definitely  up 
to  the  individual.  It  is  wisest  to  conform 
to  the  traditional  pattern  set  up  by 
other  professional  men  in  the  com- 
munity. The  surrounding  environment 
must  be  taken  into  serious  considera- 
tion since  the  patients'  habits  are  con- 
sistent with  the  environment.  It  is  obvious 
that  locating  on  the  ground  floor  in  a 
commercial  section  will  result  in  shoppers 
rather  than  patients  frequenting  the 
office;  and  still  more  obviously,  this 
would  be  a  serious  detriment  to  any 
professional  prestige. 

The  largest  asset  to  any  practice  is  the 
referred  patient.  The  professional  man 
is  not  judged  by  the  altitude  of  his 
office,  but  by  his  ability  to  resolve  the 
complaints  of  his  patients  into  satisfac- 
tion. 

The  final  test  is  the  question:  "How  do 
I  as  a  DOCTOR  compare  with  other 
professional  men  who  rate  the  some 
title  of  DOCTOR,  from  whom  patients 
receive  professional  services?" 
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Clinical  science  in  cpfometry  represents  the 
unification  of  skill  v\i(fi  the  application  of 
theoretical  interpretolicn. 

It  is  here  that  lectures  and  textbooks  come  to 
life/  and  all  the  knowledge  and  all  the  efforts  are 
directed  towards  the  one  and  only  person  the 
patient. 

It  is  here  where  the  student  meets  his  patient 
for  the  first  time  with  a  feeling  of  fear  and  anxiety 
which  soon  turns  into  confidence  and  pride. 

Grave  indeed  is  the  responsibility  of  the  clinic 
staff:  to  mold  the  interne  towards  the  final  goal  of 
becoming  a  practitioner;  to  teach  him  the  correct 
attitude  towards  his  profession  and  his  patients,- 
to  instill  in  him  the  respect  and  honor  for  his 
chosen  profession,-  and  to  educate  him  to  the 
proper  cooperation  with  other  professions. 

To  accomplish  this  difficult  task,  the  clinic 
staff  has  constantly  thought  of  new  and  better 
ways  of  teaching,  lecturing,  and  demonstrating. 
Open  discussions  have  helped  to  clarify  many 
difficulties,  and  personal  interviews  have  solved 
many  problems.  I  feel  certain  that  I  speak  in 
behalf  of  all  the  graduates  in  expressing  sincere 
thanks  and  opprecioticn  to  the  staff. 


But  we  would  never  have  succeeded  were  it 
not  for  those  in  whose  interest  we  all  work  our 
students.  Their  outstanding  cooperation  and 
desire  to  learn  and  help  was  our  constant 
stimulus.  In  the  second  semester  of  1950,  a  group 
of  internes  selected  by  their  respective  classes 
formed  the  Clinic  Council  for  the  express  purpose 
of  furthering  and  improving  our  clinic.  Also,  it 
would  establish  a  closer  link  between  the  staff 
and  the  interne. 

With  little  difficulty  a  system  of  honor  was 
installed  in  the  clinic,  teaching  each  man  self 
reliability,  self  control  and  above  all,  pride  in 
his  accomplishments. 

As  you  graduates  leave  our  institution,  the 
best  wishes  of  the  entire  staff  and  personnel  go 
with  you:  may  success,  prosperity  and  happiness 
be  yours.  Always  remember  that  the  portals  of 
our  clinic  will  constantly  be  open  to  you.  Let  us 
continue  to  work  together  and  remain  com- 
panions so  that  as  a  unit  we  may  advance  and 
further  our  profession  for  the  benefit  of  mankind.

POBLICflTIOnS 


The  rapid  growth  and  achievements  of  the  EYES  RIGHT  is,  in  a  way,  a  reflection  of 
the  growth  of  CCO.  Starting  with  a  single  mimeographed  page,  the  paper  has  reached 
the  heights  of  being  the  best  optometric  undergraduate  publication. 

The  first  EYES  RIGHT  editor  for  CCO  was  Leonard  Drucker  who  held  the  post  from 
December  1947  to  August  1948.  The  post  was  then  turned  over  to  Norbert  Kostner 
who  continued  to  improve  the  paper  during  his  one  and  a  half  years  of  editorship. 
Through  his  efforts,  the  publication  became  a  member  of  the  Associated  Collegiate 
Press  which  later  awarded  EYES  RIGHT  a  First  Class  Honor  Rating  in  a  nationwide 
critical  survey.  In  May  1950,  upon  Kastner's  graduation,  the  paper  was  turned  over 
to  Sidney  Groffman  and  Walter  Zinn.  Still  it  kept  growing.  New  features  were  added, 
the  number  of  science  articles  was  increased,  a  photo  page  was  introduced,  and  the 
editorials  became  more  stinging.  The  net  result,  after  one  year,  was  that  the  Associate 
Collegiate  Press  bestowed  upon  EYES  RIGHT  the  coveted  All-American  Rating 
which  is  the  top  award  possible. 
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Optimism  reigned  supreme  among  the  athletic 
hierarchy  of  the  Chicago  College  of  Optometry  when  the 
1950-'51  basketball  season  opened.  A  thirteen  man 
team  averaging  over  six  feet  tall  had  reported  to  coach 
Carl  Stockdale  for  practice.  Included  among  them  were 
eight  lettermen  from  the  previous  year's  squad  which  had 
compiled  a  creditable  record  of  six  wins  and  four  defeats. 
Heading  the  veteran  list  was  Mort  Ennis  who  had 
averaged  over  twelve  points  per  game  to  lead  all  the 
scorers  the  year  before.  Ennis  was  starting  his  third  year 
of  varsity  ball.  Other  three-year  men  who  returned  were 
rugged  Stan  Jayroe,  hard  playing  guard  from  Texas,  tall 
center  Bob  Irwin  and  smooth  Roy  Hedlund.  Rounding 
out  the  veteran  list  was  star  playmaker  Bob  Clowson, 
high  jumping  John  Luckow,  Don  Tombaugh  and  Bob 
Levinson.  This  nucleus  of  experienced  players  was 
strengthened  by  the  addition  of  Paul  Sears.  Sears  im- 
pressed everyone  with  his  outstanding  shooting  ability 
and  won  himself  a  starting  berth.  Unfortunately,  however, 
he  was  a  senior  and  could  only  play  for  one  semester. 

Coach  Stockdale  arranged  a  seventeen  game  inter- 
collegiate schedule  for  the  cagers.  This  nearly  doubled 
the  previous  season's  card  of  ten  games.  The  quality  of 
the  competition  was  likewise  improved.  Included  on  the 
schedule  were  most  of  the  Chicago  Junior  Colleges  who 
consistently  turn  out  fine  teams.  Other  power  houses  on 
the  card  were  the  freshmen  teams  of  DePaul  and  Loyola 
University  who  have  acquired  national  recognition  for 
their  basketball  prowess.  Service  teams  were  represented 
by  the  Great  Lakes  Mariners  and  the  Ft.  Sheridan  Sailors 
which  was  the  only  team  to  defeat  C.C.O.  at  home  the 
previous  season. 

When  asked  about  the  squad's  chances  coach  Stock- 


dale  said,  "Even  though  the  caliber  of  competition  has 
increased  tremendously,  I  feel  that  with  the  spirit  and 
team  play  displayed  by  our  boys,  the  squad  will  prove 
itself  worthy  of  the  support  that  the  student  body  has 
always  g  iven  it. " 

The  first  game  was  an  away  game  with  the  University 
of  Illinois  Professional  school.  Displaying  a  powerful 
scoring  attack  combined  with  tight  defense,  the  Blue  and 
Gold  trounced  the  lllini  squad  60-44.  In  the  second 
contest  a  tall,  polished  and  well  coached  hierzl  Junior 
College  team  handed  the  C.C.O.  cagers  their  first  defeat 
54-44.  This  initiated  a  losing  streak  which  the  Eyemen 
were  unable  to  shake.  At  midseason  time  the  team  had 
lost  seven  straight  games  and  were  due  for  more  trouble 
with  the  graduation  of  Paul  Sears  and  Bob  Irwin.  Sears' 
absence  was  acutely  felt  because  the  tall  forward  had 
poured  102  points  through  the  hoop  in  six  contests. 
Coach  Stockdale  tried  desperately  to  put  the  team  bock 
in  the  win  column  but  to  no  avail.  Despite  all  efforts,  the 
C.C.O.  squad  wound  up  the  season  with  a  dismal  1  won 
and  sixteen  lost  record. 

The  fault  was  undoubtedly  the  lack  of  proper  con- 
ditioning. Schools  like  Loyola  and  DePoul  make 
allowances  for  their  varsity  teams  and  schedule  them  for 
several  hours  of  practice  daily.  Chicago  College,  on  the 
other  hand,  cannot  do  this  because  of  the  more  rigid 
scholastic  requirements.  It  seemed  that  as  long  as  the 
C.C.O.  five  could  run  with  their  opponents  the  score 
stayed  respectable,-  but  as  the  game  progressed  the 
speed  and  stamina  of  the  opposition  literally  ran  the 
Eyemen  into  the  ground. 

Despite  the  results,  every  member  of  the  team  deserves 
praise  for  giving  his  all,  and  coach  Carl  Stockdale  merits 
special  acknowledgement  for  his  tremendous  job  of 
molding  the  team  into  a  fighting  unit. 


The  great  lesson  of  college  lies  beyond  the  education 
that  leads  to  a  career  ...  it  lies  in  one's  understanding 
of  his  relationship  and  responsibilities  to  his  profession, 
to  his  country  and  to  humanity.

Yours,  t(X),  IS  the  responsibilit\' m  these  times  of  tension 
to  face  life  squarely  and  realistically  .  .  .  to  remember  at 
all  times  that  our  nation  was  built  on  a  foundation  of 
faith,  not  of  fear  .  .  .  and  that  the  power  and  the 
glor\'  of  America  he  m  her  birthright  of  freedom  and 
opportunity  for  all. 

It  is  in  this  spirit  of  courage  and  faith,  of  hope  and 
\-ision  that  we  extend  sincere  wishes  for  \-our  success  on 
the  threshold  of  your  career.
